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REMARKS 

Claims 1-5, 9, 12-14, 16 and 24 are pending in the above-identified application. Claim 
16 has been amended so as to correspond to a traditional "composition" claim. New claim 24 
has been added as an additional "composition" claim as well. Support for both of these claims is 
found in original claim 16, for example. 

Submission of Information Disclosure Statement 

Accompanying this Submission is an Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) which was 
not considered previously in connection with the Amendment in Response to Final Office Action 
filed April 12, 2010. It is believed that the present IDS complies with all applicable 
requirements and should be considered by the Examiner. The listed references are not being re- 
submitted as these are already part of the record and appear on PAIR. 

Request for Consideration of IDS Filed September 15, 2009 

It is respectfully requested that the Examiner officially consider the IDS filed September 
15, 2009, a copy of which is enclosed with this Submission. It is submitted that all applicable 
requirements for consideration of this IDS have been satisfied. 

Advisory Action and Allowable Subject Matter 

The Advisory Action of May 17, 2010 indicates that the Patent Examiner maintained the 
obviousness rejection based on Gao '208 (US 6,028,208) and alternatively the combination of 
references as mentioned at page 10 of the Response filed April 12, 2010. Also, the Information 
Disclosure Statement filed with the Response was not entered of record. 

Regarding the previous obviousness rejections as noted above, it is requested that these 
rejections now be withdrawn. The Patent Examiner stated on the telephone on May 1 8, 2010 
that the compound and composition claims appeared to be allowable over the prior art of record. 
Consequently, it is submitted in view of these comments, as well as for the reasons supporting 
the distinctions over the previously cited references, that the present application should now be 
placed into condition for allowance. It is further noted that the accompanying IDS should be 
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considered and entered of record. Finally, it is submitted that the other issues raised previously 
in the Final Office Action of December 11, 2009.
